Tue Iron Trade Review, in discussing the interest- 
ing question of the position of the jobber in finished 
iron and steel products, says: 

“Cordial and profitable relations between the large 
producers and large distributors would be improved by 
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a more thorough recognition on the part of the latter 
class that the small independent producer is strictly a 
competitor. He buys a lot of steel in one semi-finished 
form or another, and distributes the more finished 
form, much the same as a jobber buys a large lot of 
goods and breaks bulk. The small producer goes only 
slightly further, in that he performs one manufactur- 
ing stage. The transactions are not greatly different.” 


Domestic trade movements for the month of No- 
vember, 1902, reported by the Treasury Bureau of 
Statistics, show that the course of trade has, with cer- 
tain exceptions, maintained itself on the high level 
which has characterized it during the earlier months 
of the past year. Receipts of hogs at Chicago, Kan- 
sas City, Omaha, St. Louis and St. Joseph furnish 
possibly the most notable exceptions. For the eleven 
months ending with November, 1902, 14,034,514 head 
of hogs were received at the above markets, as com- 
pared with 16,706,021 head for eleven months of 1901, 
and 15,634,447 head for the same period of 1900. The 
opposite tendency has been apparent in the case of 
cattle and sheep. The total receipts of all kinds, in- 
cluding horses and mules, were, for the first eleven 
months of 1902, 29,478,457 head, compared with 31,- 
021,618 head to the end of November, 1901, and 28,- 


A WRITER in the Iron Molders’ Journal makes cer- 
tain limitations on the value of arbitration as follows: 

“Arbitration may be a progressive idea, but can 
never be the panacea proclaimed by some with so much 
confidence. It will only be used when either of the in- 
volved parties is too cowardly to make a straight fight, 
or else is so dominated by an egotistical pride that the 
third party is called in that vanity may not be wound- 
ed or suffer a fall. Beétter, a great deal better, when 
the interested parties get together themselves with a 
desire to be fair, seeing in each other forces that exist 
and must be recognized. What a clearer perception 
each one gets of the other’s troubles, what a better un- 
derstanding of each other’s needs and what a more 
harmonious result is obtained. Of course this plan 
does not always succeed and a conflict begins and con- 
tinues until one is vanquished, but a fair fight seldom 
makes enemies.” 


Tue cLose of November on the Great Lakes usually 
marks the end of the season of through navigation. 
This year, for the first time, the Treasury Bureau of 
Statistics has covered an entire season’s registered 
tonnage movement, giving arrivals and clearances at 
ports on these interior waters. For November 214 
ports report arrivals and clearances, and the registered 
tonnage movement in net tons is available for the first 
eleven months of the year. December’s tonnage adds 
slightly to these figures, but will not materially change 
the grand total. For the first eleven months of the 
past year 77,408 vessels were reported as arrivals, with 
a net registered tonnage of 71,443,517 net tons, and 
77,899 clearances of 72,215,099 net tons. These fig- 
ures apply exclusively to coastwise trade; that is, to 
trade between domestic ports only, and do not include 
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tonnage employed in the lake trade between Canada 
and the United States. 








THE editor of the American Lumberman, in review- 
ing the lumber resources of this country, estimates that 
the supply will be exhausted in a period of forty years. 
The number of feet to be had from available forests 
standing he places at 1,500,000,000,000. That is quite 
a formidable array of figures to place before the mind, 
but we must remember that our forests are going 
through hundreds of mills by the millions of feet an- 
nually. 

However, forty years is ample time for a new 
growth of timber to mature and were it not, there are 
practically unknown wooded regions still in parts 
of the United States and British America, the 
resources of which we have no means of computing. 
The wooded lands of the extreme North and North- 
west are boundless and the valuable forests of the 
South are far from desolation. 

Tree planting and protection from useless destruc- 
tion of our timbered tracts should be advocated and 
enforced consistently. If this is done it will be long 
ere we shall be required to mourn a lumber famine, 
on account of actual lack of the crude material. 





AMERICAN trade is growing with India as is shown 
by article in the Times of India, which we condense as 
follows: 

“Already there are signs, very distinct, if at present 
small, that the Americans have commenced their in- 
vasion of the commerce of this country in earnest. To 
every department of commerce America is contributing 
her quota, and the local bazaar exhibits unmistakable 
signs that her intention is not merely a casual experi- 
ment. She is not merely feeling her way, but has al- 
ready laid down the foundation of a thriving and pros- 
perous business. American agents are fully alive to 
the possibilities of the country, and, as the Indian Tex- 
tile Journal points out in its current issue, the proba- 
bility that American capitalists will look to India as a 
future field for industrial speculation is not far remote. 
Whatever else may be said of American competition, 
it is always fair and always legitimate. It does not re- 
sult in a market flooded with goods of the cheap and 
nasty order; it does not arise out of methods risky 
and speculative, so far as the manufacturers themselves 
are concerned. American success is due to pluck, en- 
terprise and inventiveness, helped by skill in manufac- 
ture, and worth in her productions. There was a time 
when the native dealer scorned to take advantage of 
American prices, simply because he preferred to stand 
by the merits of the British-made articles, quite apart 
from the question of cost. That day has gone by. The 
American has within a few years secured 5 per cent of 
Indian trade and the Indian bazaar, so far as the steel 
industry is concerned. Were it not for the fact that 
the British manufacturer is so helped by official influ- 
ence, the slump in che direction of America would be 
rapid. It is not to be expected, when the articles are 
placed side by side, both equally good but one cheaper 
than the other, that the purchaser will not choose that 
which costs him less money. Improvement in system 
at home will simply mean Americanizing. Surely, as 


the Textile Journal hints, British manufacturers are 
too astute to lose trade and lose money merely for the 
sake of traditions and prejudice.”

E, M.’s” inquiry, but judge by the replies that it is a 
two-pipe job. One correspondent advises carrying the 
flow and return full size to the last radiator. I would 
like to ask how he expects to move the water in a two- 
inch main through a 1% inch riser and that is the 
proposition he is up against according to the sketch 
sent you as near as I can understand it, and I fail to see 
how the radiators near the end of the run can get very 
warm with so much dead water in the mains.

FRUIT AND FLOWER STAND. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
Herewith are patterns for two fruit dishes and a 
flower vase made in octagonal shape, the two fruit 
dishes being made exactly alike, except that one is 
smaller than the other. Set the smaller one in the 
larger one and the vase in the smaller one. The idea 
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was suggested to me where I board, the mistress of the 
house taking great pride in making her table look at- 
tractive. She almost always has’ fruit on the table, 
and she sets one dish inside the other and it has a 
pretty effect. The article can be made of any sheet 
metal and painted and decofated to suit; but I would 
suggest ‘that it be made Of, gold rolled brass and have 
it nickeled, and then yotjjhave a very handsome 
thing. 
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To develop the pattern we proceed with (what we 
call here in the East) lining it, and the more lines the 
more accurate the pattern; that is, if the lines are not 
so thick as to get them confused. Take one section of 
the larger dish and divide the miter line-A B C.in the 
elevation in any number of equal parts, T;2, 3; etc., 
and drop lines from these points and parallel with cen- 
ter line D in elevation and plan until they strike miter 
line E F or G F in plan, for one side of pattern. :In 
this case I have used the miter line E F. Draw fine 
H from center. of plan and at right angles to center 
line D in elevation. and plan, which is the stretchout 
center line. Locate. the line I anywhere most con- 
venient, only parallel to dotted lines or center line D. 
Transfer the spaces. from the miter line A B C in ele- 
vation to the center line H in,stretchout, beginning 
with the line I, which represents No. I space, and 
number them correspondingly.. Draw lines from point 
of intersection in miter line E F in plan, and at right 
angles to dotted lines; until they cut the corresponding 
line in stretchout, as I, 2, 3, 4, etc. A line drawn free 
hand through the points of intersection gives the re- 
quired pattern. 

I have only produced a half pattern here; the other 
half is obtained by carrying the dotted lines down until 
they cut the miter iine F G in plan, then proceed as in 
the first half of the pattern; but that is unnecessary, 
as the half pattern is as good as the whole one, by 
drawing one side first and then turning it over and 
drawing the other side. Use the same method f@feb- 
tainting a pattern for the vase, also for the standards. 
I should get out the body of the vase and fruit dishes 
separate from the standards, then solder them together. 
If one wishes to make one article of the three pieces 
they can do so by running a small rod through the 
center of the three pieces and fasten them with a nut 
to make it strong and at the same time add something 
to it in the way of looks. I would lay off an edge on 





the sides of each section about one-eighth inch wide 
and sweat together with solder. This will leave a rib 
at each miter joint. 

I should put a false bottom in the two fruit dishes, 
also where the dotted lines appear in body of the 
dishes. “READER.”

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HOW TACKS ARE MADE. 








A Herald man came up from Brockton the other 
day and shared a seat with a man whose business is the 
manufacture of tacks for shoes and other purposes. 
Naturally they began to talk “shop.” and among other

things the Herald man learned that the best tacks are 
made of imported Swedish iron, the next 
grade of American soft steel and the cheapest grade 
of common American iton. Tacks are also made of 
copper. Some tacks are tinned, and for ship use tacks 
are galvanized. Tacks are made of sizes ranging from 
half-ounce to twenty-four ounces. The tack common- 
ly used as a carpet tack (the ones you get in your bare 
feet while waltzing with the baby at 2 a. m.) is an 
eight-ounce tack. A twenty-four-ounce tack is about 
1% inches in length. 

There are a great many kinds of tacks, made for a 
great variety of uses, and they are put up in many dif- 
ferent forms. There are gimp tacks, looking-glass 
tacks, upholsterers’ tacks, trunk tacks, lace tacks, bas- 
ket tacks, brush tacks, coffin tacks, shank tacks, lasting 
tacks, miners’ tacks, cheesebox tacks, carpet tacks and 
tacks for a score of other uses. Within the last dozen 
years the sale of double-pointed tacks in all sizes has 
increased a hundredfold owing to the greatly increased 
use of electric wires. Double-pointed tacks are also 
used for tacking down straw matting and for other 
purposes. Tacks that are sold in papers are put up on 
full weight, halves and quarters, the weight indicating 
the size of the package. Almostiall kinds of tacks are 
also sold in bulk in twenty-five and fifty pound boxes 
and 1oo-pound kegs. . 

A one-ounce tack machine will in a day make about 
100,000 tacks, says the Boston Herald. The ‘iron is 
fed into the machine iri'a long strip a little wider than 
the length of the finished tack, so as to allow of ma- 
terial to be upset for the head. An eight-ounce ma- 
chine will make about 250,000 tacks in a day, or about 
200 pounds. Tacks that are put up im papers are 
weighed out and the papers filled by hand. Compara- 
tively few tacks are put out now én tied-up papers; 
they are mostly put up in little pasteboard boxes. These 
boxes are packed in larger boxes and in turn-in ‘cases 
for shipment. A common tack package is a cage 
weighing about 100 pounds. The annual tack produc- 
tion of the country is estimated at about 30,000 tons.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

Gauged by actual transactions alone, this market 
would not show very great strength. 

The past week has seen little change over that pre- 
ceding. 

There are inquiries in plenty, but no great volume of 
orders. ’ 

Melters are not buying because the impression pre- 
vails that by waiting better prices will be obtained. 

While this policy has resulted in a lowering of 
values for spot iron and for deliveries in the second 
quarter, it has not weakened the price for the second 
half. 

This is still held at $18 Birmingham for No. 2 
foundry. 

For delivery in the months from April to June, 
$18.25 to $18.50 is asked, while spot iron is generally 
held at $19. 

Sales were made last week, however, at $18.50 for 
iron on track, though this is scarcély a criterion since 
the seller either had to dispose of the iron or pay car 
demurrage. 

He preferred to do the former, and it is doubtful if 
the price could be duplicated. 

The buying of foundry grades has been confined 
mostly to lots below 500 tons. 

The inquiry aggregates many thousand tons. 

That an active buying movement will sét in shortly, 
is the opinion of everybody. 

Stocks in foundry yards are low, and owing to the 
bad weather, railroads are not moving freight quickly. 

Shipments from the South are becoming worse, and 
the local furnaces are depending on the day’s receipts 
of coke to keep in blast. 

Very little spot iron can be obtained, as all the fur- 
naces have their capacity well taken for the first half.
